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Section  3:  On  the  Lighter  Side 

In  Section  3 students  explore  a variety  of  texts  that  use  humour  to  approach  serious  issues  such  as  identity 
and  self-esteem. 

• For  Lesson  1,  instead  of  having  your  student  read  the  poem  in  the  textbook,  you  may  prefer  to  have  the 
student  close  the  textbook  and  listen  to  the  poem  being  read  aloud.  Ask  your  student  to  speculate  on 
the  speaker’s  age.  Then  ask  your  student  to  think  about  the  questions  the  speaker  asks  and  the  answers 
he  or  she  gives.  How  would  a middle-aged  person  have  responded?  A young  parent?  A ninety-year-old 
great  grandparent? 

• For  Lesson  2 you  can  ask  your  students  to  collect  a variety  of  comic  strips.  Have  your  student  examine 
both  words  and  images  to  explore  how  each  frame  is  used  to  advance  the  story. 

• For  Lesson  3 your  student  may  wish  to  read  other  parodies  of  fairy  tales.  There  are  several  sites  on  the 
Internet  that  feature  fractured  fairy  tales.  Have  your  student  enter  the  key  words  fractured  fairy  tales.  You 
may  wish  to  preview  these  sites  first. 

• Lesson  3 reviews  some  of  the  parts  of  speech  and  common  errors  with  pronouns.  Encourage  your 
student  to  use  the  English  Language  Arts  Handbook  whenever  he  or  she  is  editing  his  or  her  work. 

Final  Module  Assignment 

• The  vocabulary  log  is  meant  to  help  students  extend  their  vocabularies.  You  may  need  to  periodically 
remind  your  student  to  add  words  to  his  or  her  vocabulary  log.  Students  should  have  five  words  in  their 
vocabulary  log  submission.  A dictionary  may  be  used  for  accurate  definitions  or  synonyms. 

• Review  the  Journal  assessment  criteria  with  your  student  before  he  or  she  creates  a journal  entry, 

• Review  the  portfolio  assessment  criteria  with  your  student  before  he  or  she  creates  a portfolio  item.  The 
self-assessment  is  an  important  part  of  the  assignment. 

• The  learning  log  is  an  important  feature  of  the  Final  Module  Assignment.  It  enables  students  to  reflect  on 
their  learning  and  to  develop  an  awareness  of  the  skills  and  strategies  they  need  to  become  confident 
and  competent  users  of  the  six  language  arts.  In  the  early  modules  your  student  may  need  some 
guidance  in  responding  to  the  questions  asked  in  the  learning  log.  The  responses  should,  however,  be  an 
honest  attempt  by  the  student  to  reflect  on  his  or  her  learning.
